The Synagogue is menaced by freclosure 
of a mortgage, payment of which is impos- 
sible unless we receive assistance. _ 

The support of the Synagogue has fallen 
almost entirely upon a single fsmily and one 
or two old members; but their work must df 
necessity bave a limit, and if the sum re- 
quired to free us from our embarrassments 
(some £600) be not subscribed, the public 
observance of the Hebrew religion in Nor- 
wich must become a thing of the past. 

The credit of English Judaism is intimately 
bound up with the preservation of the Syna- 
gogue, which is the last remaining landmark 
of Jewish communities in the Eastern coun- 
ties, and it is of increasing interest to main- 
tain the institution from the fact that re- 
cently aconsiderable number of artizan Jews 
have settled here, whose means will not allow 
them to render any material assistance. 

We feel our request is justified by the 
circum-tances, and on this account we trust 
we shall not ask in vain.

iste. For although Mr. Mocatta visited Roumania as a private individual and | 
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| not as the delegate of any public body, he will not have failed during his interviews 


with prominent Jews in Bucharest, mentioned by our correspondent, to have dis- 
cussed with them the means whereby the Jews generally can be most efficaciously 
helped. The removal of the disabilities, by which they are kept in a state of 
poverty, would do much towards bringing about better times. But it is vain 
to hope for such a solution of the Jewish question from either of the two poli- 
tical parties in the State. No pressure can be brought to bear on the Government 
from within,and some previous attempts to influence Roumanian statesmen through 
foreign public opinion have only tended to aggravate the sufferings of those 
whotn it was sought to benefit. The best friends of the Jews in Roumania have 
become convinced that it is only through education, and particularly technical 
training, that the position of the masses can be improved. Every traveller inthe 
country has admitted that the Jews are the industrialists and artisans of the 
land ; and as the Government has deprived them of the opportunities of learning 
handicrafts and of obtaining a commercial knowledge in the State Schools, the 
only alternative is the establishment of specially Jewish schools where such 
training may be afforded. Here is an excellent field wherein the Anglo-Jewish 
Association can employ its new Education Fund with benefi:ial results. 


The Whitechapel Board of Guardians have continued their usual course of 
voting a small sum to the Jewish Home. Inthe discussion which preceded the 
vote it transpired that of the 54 inmates of the Hote no less than 40 would 
under ordinary circumstances, have been chargeable on the parish of White 
chapel. This isa remarkable instance of the fact already well substantiated of 
the large extent to which Jewish charities save the rates. In the discussion 
concerning pauper immigration it would be well if this fact were prominently 
brought forward as it proves that the immigration so far as it is Jewish cannot 
be called in any sense pauper. Not alone do the Jewish poor not apply for 
casual relief, but even when they reach un age when they cannot work, they do 
not become a burden on the poor rates. 


A novel plan has been hit upon for the purpose of releasing the Borough 
Jewish Schools from their pecuniary difficulties, without any outlay being in 
curred by the institution. The needs of the schools have been set forth in a 
written memorandum consisting of little more than two dozen lines. This memo- 
Tandum having been copied is distributed, and each recipient is requested to 
return it together with threepence in stamps to the Rev. Francis L. Cohen, the 
Minister of the Borough Synagogue. The recipients are further asked to make two 
copies of the memorandum and circulate it among his friends, who in their 
turn would perform a similar operation. The ball is thus kept rolling, and by this 
ingenious pian, if carefully carried out, it is anticipated that £200 will be assured 
to the schools, which train some 200 children, and are the only estabiishm:nt 
of the kind available for the Jewish poor living South of the Thames. | 


There are troubloua times in store for the Jews in the Caucasus. The Gov- 
ernor-General of this region has decreed the expulsion of all the Jews from Tiflis 
where they now reside to the number of about 6,000. Hitherto such harsh mea- 
sures have been dirccted in other parts of Russia against foreign Jews, as was the 
case lately mentioned by the Daily News, whose telegram from Odessa we repro- 
duced last week. It seems incredible, however, that in the city of Tiflis there should 
dwell so many as 6,000 Jews of foreign nationality. Should this be the fact, 
there is little chance, we fear, for a revocation of the cruel decree. On the other 
hand, if the persons affected are natives, there is still a chance of their being 
saved from their impending doom. A Parlisment, unfortunately, there is not 
in Russia ; but the Senate, which is a Supreme Court of Appeal, has frequently 
during late years annulled the orders arbitrarily issued by Governors and the 
amaller fry of bureaucrats against the Jews, In the present instance the Senate 
would doubtless act with equal justice and impartiality should there be ground 
for calling into question the legality of the expulsions decreed by the Governor 
General of the Caucasus. , 


Some writers on Morocco do justice to the Jews, and their appfeciation of 
them may usually be taken as a rough index of their knowledge of the country. 
In * Marokko,” by Dr. Victor J. Horowitz, Secretary to the German Consulate at 
Tangier, the author regards the Jews, ill-treated and hated alike by Arab and 
Berber, as the most important factor in the regeneration of the empire. All the 
heavy: work is performed by:the poorer class of Jews, the petty and retail trade 
is almost entirely in the hands of Jews, and trans-oceanic commerce is moncpo- 


lised by them. Readily adapting themselves to European ways, and readily — 


absorbing Western culture, these people are bound, Dr. Horowitz thinks, to take 
the leading place in the land when, in not a very distant future, the changes im- 


| pending over the empire become accomplished fasts. :

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Ona the approach of the winter and with the advent of the severe 
weather, it becomes my duty to crave your permission to make in your columns 
the annual appeal on behalf of the Board of Guardians which my lamented 
brother always urged in aid of the Charity he loved so well and served witb sach 
conspicuous ability. 

I wish it wcre in my powcr to plead the cause of perhaps the most important 
of our communal iastitutions with the force and eloqacnce which the late Presi- 
dent commanded, but I believe the cause is not one depending on eloquence or 
influence, and that the “Relief of the Jewish Poor” for which our Board of 
Guardians was established ia an object which will ever, hereafter as heretofore, be 
of the deepest solicitude to the Jewish community. 

And certainly, Sir, there has never been a time when the Jewish Poor more 
needed, and I will add more deserved, than at the present moment the assistance 
and support which I hope the generosity of the community will enable us to 
afford them. The recent demonstrations in the metropolis will not have been an 
unqualified misfortune if they bring home to the minds and tbe hearts of those 
who have means, that the duty of relieving the worthy is more grateful and cer- 
tainly not less obligatory than that of discovering and refusing the impostor, and 
that there is distress and want inthis vast city such as bas never before been 
known, and which tends to increase year by year. We may well rejoice that in 
any turbulent outbreak whici has arisen, there has been hardly a case in which 
any of our own poor were implicated, but altaough I believe the wide-reaching 
organisation of our Board of Guardians witl its zealous and experienced sub- 
committees does obtain cognisance of, and above all frequently comes in contact 
with the sufferings of our poor in a way not attained by any other body, stili I 
am convinced that the depth of misery endured by our poor is almost unknown 
to many amongst us who would otherwise increase their benefactions, and not, as 
is too often the case, refrain entirely from bearing any portion of the burden. 

The total number of cases relieved by the Board last winter during the 


Iodustrial Departments was 4,757, and let it be remembered that in many instanceg 
the cases consisted of poor families numbering frequently five to eight souls, 
which figure only as one case in the returns. When I add that at the commence- 
ment of the winter season the balance at our disposal was only about £700, it 
will at once be seen that the cause I am endeavouring to plead is not so much 
the relief, as the bare existence, of many thousands of law-abiding and peaceful 
poor into whose miserable tenements the cold pierces without resistance, and for 
many of whom death from the hanger and exposure with which they are 
mepaced would be no unhappy release. | 

I purposely refrain from alluding at this moment to the question of the 
immigration of foreign poor, about which so much (often inaccurate and gonerally 
exaggeratei), has been written and spoken of late, because, as I think I have 
shown, the demands which it is certain will be made on us this winter, by the 


Board, and because I think these claims which are always rigidly investigated 
and generally only too well established constituts a case which I confidently trust 
will appeal sufficiently powerfully to the benevolent amongst us, 

In the liturgy of the High Fustivals it is written that R-»pentance, Prayer 
and Charity go far to expiate transgression, and the commentators have shown 
with an instinct characteristic of the noblest attributes of our Faith that the duty 
of Charity is here enjoined as binding and sacred even with that of Repentance and 
Prayer. I think it is recognised that through the Board of Guardians genuine 
charity is always truly and intelligently dispensed, and that the most worthy are 
relieved, while the clainorousand undeserving, if even they pose as the unemployed 
are rejected. Such an institution is surely entitled to receive, and in the words of 
Scripture may “ accept an offering from every man who giveth it willingly with 
his heart,” and it is for such an institution that I veatare earaestly to entreat 
the advocacy of our ministera and our press, and the generous support of every 
member of the community, |

§1r,—The various eteps from “ Moderate Reform” to infidelity in America, 
thus been described by the New York Hebrew Standard in an item headed, “ Reform 
Evolution” :—“ Organ; Pews; Christian Choir; Hats off ; Microscopic Prayer 
book ; Abolition of the use of Hebrew; Pork and oysters ; Chanukah Christmas 
Intermarriage ; No Abrahamic rite; The Sunday-Sabbath; the God ‘idea’; No 
God ; No Judaism,” Although the conservative disposition of English Jews render, 
it highly improbable that we shall witness in England the radicalism which flour. 
ishes under the name of Judaism in America, it is with regret that American 
orthodox Jews notice the advocacy by some cf their English brethren of the intro. 
duction of the organ in the synagogue, In America the cry for the organ has 
invariably been the first move in the so-called “reforms” which have so trans 
formed the servicesin reformed temples that a visitor may readily imagine himself 
in a charch, or in any place but a synagogue, : 

It bas always teen claimed by the advocates of the organ that its introduction § 
would render the s*rvices more attractive, and improve ths attendance, But th 
melancho'y array of empty seats in the reform temples, while the orthodox syna- 
gogues are well attended, proves that the organ does not attract. And the institution

S1r,—In your issue of October 21st you refer to the question as to “ whether 
there was any instance known of the entire services on the New Year or Day of Atone« 
ment having been read by one man.” | 

It may iriterest some of your readers to learn that for twenty-nine years the 
late lamented Rev. Dr. Abraham De Sola, Minister of the Montreal Portuguese Con- 
gregation, read all the services on both days of the New Year, and that for twenty- 
six years he read the entire services on the Day of Atonement.

DEATH OF MISS EMMA LAZARUS. 


— 


It is or eee task to record the death of Miss Emma Lazarus, a Jewish 
celebrity, at New York, the city of her birth, at the early age of 37, after a lop 


and distressing illness. An excellent linguist, of versatile accomplishments, an 


imbued with the spirit of ancient and modern literature, she consecrated her 
-iotell ctual gifts to the most elevuting ends. Io the earliest years of her girlhcod 
she was pervaded and animated by a desire to be serviceable te her community, 
and to exalt its appreciation of the rest perceptive mission atsigned to it by 
Providence. All the efforts of her prolific pen in poetry and prose were devoted 
to this object, but it was in the former field that her emminence was 
conspicuous, for she possessed the true poetic vein. Her “Songs of a Semite ” 
had, we believe, a large circulation. Some of her compositions have elicited 
high praise from the most competent judges and critics, amongst whom the name 
of Browning rp be mentioned. She was so forcibly impressed with the 
lyric beauties of the Pealms that she applied herself assiduously to the study of 

ebrew in order to be able to read them in the original text. To what 
advantages she turned her Hebraic acquirements are patent to all who have 


‘read her poetic paraphrase of some of the sweet songs of Zion. She set a 


high value on the name of a “ Daughter of Israel,” and no sooner did an idea 
start in her mind that she might prove useful to her community, than her heart 
beat with a new emotion. One of her visits to Europe was solely prompted by 
the hope of moving persons of influence to endeavour to ameliorate the unhappy 
condition of the Jews in Russia and Roumania. In America she rallied round 
her a few sympathisers with this object, but it was a source of grief to her that 
More activity was not displayed by Jewish young men in America to 
befriend their down tr.dden brethren. She did her work, and did it 
well, ands her death has caused a gap which may not soon be fikd up. It is 
mu:h to be deplored that a life so pure, sympathetic and cminently nseful 


should have closed in the anguish of sevcre physical suffering. She is gone, 
but her record lives still. :

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


— 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BUCHAREST, 17TH NOVEMBER, 1887, 
In concludirg my Jast letter I expressed my intention of making your readers 
acquainted with some of the obstacles which the Roumanian Government have 


placed in the way of the acquisition of knowledge by the Jewish youth, I now 
redeem my promise. 


The schools of Pharmacy are attended by 64 pupils, of whom 38 are native 
Christians, 12 Jews and 14 foreigners. Of the 38 Roumaniana only eight presented 
themselves at the examinations for the diploma, and half of them failed. On the other 
hand all the twelve Jewish candidates parsed. This result is very surprising when 
we consider the chicanery which was employed at the examination to their detri- 
ment to such a degree that some impartial perrons who were present openly 
declared that one Jew knew more than four Christians, It will be asked then why 
only twelve Jews attend the school, The answeris a sedone, The Jews are rot 
allowed to exercise the profession of chemist, nor even to serve as assistant to a 
chemist. The exceptional laws forbid it. The twelve candidates who gained their 
diploma, must, if they wish to gain their living as chemists, expatriate themselves 
to Bulgaria, Servia,or Turkey. There educated young men, who have studied for 
ten years, and suffered in the Gymnasiums ani Lyceums every species of humi- 
liation and privation in order to obtain the grade of Bachelor of Science, may not 
under the draconian laws of this country follow an honourable profession in the 
land of their birth ; but in order to do so they must leave father and mother, rela- 
tives and friends, and emigrate to foreign Jande, of whose language and customs 
they are ignorant, | 

The sufferings of the Roumanian Jews are very great; almost incredible in 
the ears of those of our coreligionists who have the good fortune to live in civilised 
countries of the West, where they enjoy the fullest liberity and all the rights of 
man, 

It would be of the utmost advantage if some talented English, French, 
German or Italian Jews were to take up their abode for some months in Rou- 
mania, visit its towns end conscientiously study in all its details the situation of 
their coreligionists, They would then be able to writ? volumes, the details of 
which, like the (emck Habuchah, would make the reader shudder be he ever so 
nardened. The writers would have t> relate nothing but incontestable facts, visible 
and palpable to all. It is the rising generation especially which is worthy of com- 
passion. I will give a few examples. A distinguished Jewish student is a recruit 
at the same time as an ignorant peasant who kuows neither how to read or write. 
Both are serving under the flag, The first, intelligent and instructed, is commended 
for his capabilities ani bravery ; the second, lazy and brutal, is lost in the masses, 
but when the hour for promotion arrives the Jew remains a private soldier because | 
he isa Jew, whilst the peasant his a chance of rising to the rank of General, if 
chance should favour him, becaus3 he is a Christian. Is thisjustice? Is this t-eat- 
ment of the Jews bearable ? | 

Here isanother example. The Romanulu, which is the oldest and best cone 
ducted journal in Roumania, mentions in its issue of the 9th inst., that M. Isidore 
Vermont, a Jew, a former pupil of the Academy of Fine Arts in Bucharest, has been 
admitted into the Academy of Munich, and it adis that out of 300 candidates, only 
70 were admitted to; the competition. Of these 70 but 10 were successful, one of 
them being young Vermont. During the examination the Prince Regent of Bavaria 
visited the Hall in company with a numberof celeb ated professors, and warmly 
congratulated Vermont, telling him that he did honour to the school in Bucharest, 
and that his work was very fine. 

Now this M, Vermont studied at the School of Fine Arts in this city at the 
expense of the Jewish Society “ Munca,”’ and was always at the head of his classs 
At the competition for the State Scholarship which was held last year he carried off 
every medal of] honour, and yet the Government Scholarship was withheld from 
him because he was a Jew. Is not this religious persecution, “and are our young 
Jews not right in being discourage1 and in despairing of their future in this 
country? And the Munca Society, which encourages them to learn an art or a 
trade,and which produces artists like M. Vermont, who receives praises froma 
sovereign prince, mee's with no support either in Roumania or abroad from 
wealthy coreligicnists. Am I not justifei in asserting that unhappy is the Jew 
born in Roumania, gifted though he be? | 

I could go on ad infinitum citing remarkable instances of aptitude shown by 
our youth for the sciences, arts, andindustry. But I cannot strengthen my case 
more than I have done; and unless ovr powerful and opulent brother Jews in 
Europe and America soon take serious end efficacious ‘meadires I foresee a terrible 
calamity in store for the young Jews of Roumania. It is yet time to prevent a dis- 
aster, and your influential journal through its legitimate infiuence, may effect much 
good in this direction. :

THE COLLISION IN THE CHANNEL. 


— 


We deeply regret to announce that among the passengers on the ill-fated Dutch 
steamer, ‘‘ W. A. Scholten,” who lost their lives in the collision in the Channel, 
there were about twenty Jews. The steamer was on its way from Rotterdam to 
New York, and carried a large number of emigrants. The Jewish passengers, a; 
far as can be ascertained at present, numbered twenty-five. Six only have been 
rescued ; andof the nineteen drowned, only ssven bodies have been recovered, 
From the names of the rescued passengers aud of the identified dead, it is evident 
that they were principally Polish Jews, who, after making their way through 
Germany, had arrived in Rotterdam, whence they were sent to America. There 
is in Rotterdam a Jewish Benevolent Society, named after Sir Moses Montefiore, 
which charges itself with sending to America such refugees who reach that 
city, but are not permitted by the police to remaia there anless they have sufficient 
meanr, or the prospect of maintaining themselves. It is highly creditable to this 
Society that not a single instance has occurred of a poor foreign Jew being 
expelled from Rotterdam by the authorities, 


The survivora from the wreck, five men and one woman, are: Smul Caielnick, 
a Hebrew teacher; Smul Alper, shoemaker; Eljakum Swinsk, tailor ; Judah 
Levense, dealer ; Joseph Zubotnick, smith ; Sara Zuckerman. The last-named wa; 
about to join her husband in Chicago. The rescued persons, like their other com. |@ 
panions in misfortune, were admitted into the Sailor's Home, where they received | 
every attention. The Rev. J. Barnstein, Minister of the Dover congregation (him- 
self ana‘ive of Holland), has been unremitting in rendering every service and 
comfort to the survivors, as well as in ensuring that all the Jewish rites should be 
performed to the dead, In his humane task, which was warmly commended in 
public quarters, Mr. Barnstein received valuable aesistance from Alderman Hart, 
the President, and the members gene rally, of the small congregation. 


Through the kindnees of the local superindendent of the London, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway, the Jewish bodies were placed in a separate shed, and placed under 
the charge of watchers, chosen from the Jewish survivors. On Tuesday evening 
the taharas were performed with every solemnity, and the sad proceedings made 4 
profound impression on those Christians, public officials and private individuals, 
who were present’and lent every aid needed, The shrouds were made by Jewish 
women, 
Whilst the living were sent back to the continent on Wednesday, either vis 
Ostend or via Flushing, the interment of the dead took place yesterday. afternoon, 
Three out of the seven Jewish victims had been identified, viz, Solomon Goldsmith, 
of London, whose relatives attended the funeral; Chajim Friedmann and Marcus 
Wasser (whose body was washed ashore on Wednesday). The four others were two male 
adults, a boy, anda woman. The funeral precession left the mortuary at about 
two o'clock yesterday, and proceeded through the town, which, like the harbour, 
was in a state of gloom, amid a large concourse of sympathetic spectators. 
arriving near Southampton Street, the Jewish section branched off in order to make 
a circuit round the synegogue. The entire Jewish congregation of Dover and the 
Jewish residents of neighbouring towns followed ina body. At Bench Street the 
two sections of the cortége were re-united, until the Jewish Cemetery was reached 
The service there was impressively read by the Rev. Mr. Barnstein, who delivered 4 
short address, suitable to the sad occasion. The simple Jewish service deeply 
moved the Christians, who attended the interments, and the scene of the burial of 
the poor strangers in a strange land was touching in the extreme, .

- owed the bank a very considerable amount. For his services to France, Marshal 


MacMahon, while President of the Republic, conferred on M. Sée the Knighthood

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THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Tae annual appeal of the President of the Board of ‘Guardians appears 


_ elsewhere in our columns, and gives occasion for urging the claims of this. 


noble institution. They are urged year by year, but on each occasion they 
are increased rather than diminished, for the record of good work done is 
appreciably added to every twelve months, On the present occasion the 
appeal comes with more than usual force, owing to a combination of circum- 
stances, each of which would be sufficient to render it more than usually 
eloquent. 


In the first place the appeal comes from the new President, Mr. 


Bawzaxun L. Couey, and the answer to it will necessarily be regarded wd 
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l in Some sort a vote of confidence in him. The good a already done 
by Mr. B. L. Conex in the administration of several of the com- 
munal charities is in itself a warrant of the abilities which he brings to bear 
on the new and important post to which he has been elected. His genial 
manners and ever ready courtesy have already endeared him to all who have 
come in contact with him, and there can be little doubt that his popularity 
will help to make his appeal affective. 

Few, again, will fail to rememb>r that this is the first year that the appeal 
has been made over any other signature than that of the present President’s 
lamented brother, Mr. Lionen Lovis Conzn. So far as such a great 
organisation could be the result of one man's administrative ability, the 
Board of Guardians was Liongn Conen’s work. It was not by any means 
his only contribution to the organisation of the community, but it was the 

jastitution into which he threw most of his energy and much of his affection. 
All those who respect his memory—and this includes the whole community 
—will feel that the work which he has stamped with his marvellous organi- 
sing powers should not lose by his death. It was his most earnest desire 
that the work he did should live after him and it should be the endeavour of 
all to whom his memory is dear to see that desire fulfilled. 

There is even a higher motive than these personal ones, which renders 
the present appeal peculiarly effective. The problem with which the Board 
of Guardians attempts to cope is not one peculiar tothe Jewish community. 
It is a national, we might almost say an international one. The conditions 
of modern civilization have rendered the gulf between rich and poor wider, 
have made the conditions of artisan life harder and generally aggravated the 
position of the working classes, This has rendered the duty of those in 
better circumstances at once more clear and more difficult ; more clear because 
of the manifest need of assistance and more difficult on account of the 
huge mass of misery that has to be coped with. The difficulty is further 
increased by the present absence of that personal knowledge which used to 
exist between rich and poor, and enabled the former to bestow their assis- 
tance in the most helpful directions. | 

This difficulty can now only be removed by organisation and it is by this 
means that modern charity works. Jews who have by long experience 
attained to a kind ofinstinct in such matters have taken up this modern idea 
and the Board of Guardians has been the result. It is recognised on all 
sides that the Board has not only solved the difficult problem set to it, but 
has done so in such a way as to become a model for all similar institutions. 
“The reward of doing a Mitava,” says the Talmud, “is the power of doing 
another,” and it would seem that the long practice of charity by Jews has 
given them special power of applying it even under such radically changed 
conditions as are afforded by modern civilization. 
lish Jews has been that they should strive to obtain for other Jews the liberty 
they have obtained for themselves. The Anglo-Jewish Association is an 
embodiment of this ideal. Similarly, it should be our ideal to obtain for others 
the same amount of comfort as we ourselves possess. This “‘ consecrated 
socialism,” asit may be termed, has been embodied in our religion and has 
been, so far as possible, carried into practice in our charitable institutions. 
This special qualification of Jewish experience gives us another sphere in 

which to bear witness to the ideals which Judaism has to teach the world— 
by example even more than by precept. 

This example can only be given by the successfal working of the Board 
of Guardians, which preaches in silent bat impressive terms the doctrine of 
the solidarity of society. It forms a link b2tween those who give and those 
who receive, and it is a blessing to both. Andits teaching is not merely con- 
fined to the enunciation of this great truth: it has much to instruct us as to 
the means by which it can be made most effective. We donot speak merely 
of the leading principle of its work, in helping the poor to help themselves. We 
refer rather to the fact that its many Committees set an example of personal 
participation in the work of charity. Armchair benevolence is not enough. 
The mere drawing of cheques, though a help in its way, does not satisfy 
the requirements of charity regarded from the personal point of view. It 
is as much as possible by words of kindness, by judicious advice,in short by 
personal contact that true charity works. The common sympathies of 
humanity form its root principle and can best be exercised by personal inter- 
views and acquaintance, The Board wants help i in this direction as well as 
in the way of material assistance. | 
We have so frequently referred to the various branches of the Board’s 
work that on the present cecasion there is scarcely any necessity to go into 
details. But one particular side of its activity may be referred to, as it adds 
to the special opportuneness of the present appeal. The opening of the 
People’s Palace has put further facilities in the way of the technical training 
of Jewish workmen which the Board has recently advocated and advanced. 
It is not likely that this part of its work will be neglected under a President 
like Mr. Bessamin L. Coney, who has previously shown such pravtical 
sympathy with the best of all methods of helping the poor to help themselves, 
and special donations might well be given to this part of the Board’s work. 
When the combination of circumstances is borne in mind the appeal 


of the Board of Guardians has special force this year, and will, we trust,

RESPECT FOR THE PAST. 


— 


A SERMON DELIVERED BY THE REV. 8, SINGER AT THE NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE, 
ON SABBATH, NOVEMBER 12, 1887, 


Genesis xxiv. 67.—YON MY ndagn PMY ANI “And Isaac brought her into the tent 
of Sarah, his mother.” 

The memory of two good women, founders of our race, is brought to our minds 
in to-day’s Sedrah. The one completes her earthly career ; the other is about to 
commence a new epoch in hers. The one quits this earthly scene in a good 
old age ; the other appears before us in the bloom of life. Tho elder leaves a 
void, felt long and bitterly in the hearts of husband and of child; the 
younger comes to fill that void. ‘The one departs amid tokens of profound 
sorrow ; the other is welcomed with every sign of love and joy. 

What, then, is the connection between these two? It is conveyed in the 
words, ‘And Isaac brought her into the tent of Sarah, his mother.” Past 
and present seemed to meet under that roof. The old dwelling, according to 
the tradition recorded in the Midresh, had worn a desolate look since the death 
of [saac’s mother. Now it recovered its former aspect, and was restored to its 
ancient use. A pleasant shade hovered over the tent while Sarah lived—that is, a 
sense of God’s protecting presence hallowed the abode. When Rebecea entered, 
this welceme token became visible once more. Once more the hospitable doors 
stood open wide, and silently invited the poor and the needy. A blessing rested 
upon all Rebecca touched ; for she, like her predecessor, ordered all things with 
tru> housewifely skill. A bright lamp, it is said, used to be kept burning from 
week to week—type of the light of faith, that is not suffered to be extinguished 


in agodly home. It was rekindled by Rebecca’s hands, and darkness no longer | 


oppressed that dwelling. Three years are said to have passed since Sarah’s death. 
Then, when Isaac saw that the character and conduct of the new-comer reflected 
what he had admired and venerated in his own parent, he took her without mis- 
giving to fill the place his mother’s death had left vacant. It became the old 
home once more, brightened by a new face, but by the old, genuine, homely 
virtues. 

This idea, which lies in the text, and is brought out with more fulness after 
the characteristic manner of the Midrash, seems to inculcate a principle essential 
to all religions, of avsolutely vital importance to Judaism. This principl> is 
respect for the past. It is not by wantonly breaking with the past ; it is not by 
banishing from a Jewish house even the external signs of Judaism, long pres- 
served and honoured there ; it is not by discarding all or any of the suggestive 
customs that have from time immemorial formed part of Jewish family life, with 
benefit to all and with loss to none of the members of the household, it is not 
thus that we consult either our dignity or our spiritual interests. Faces 
may comé and faces may go, one generation pass away and another appear ; 
but happy etill is that home, happy, healthy, and strong, where the old spirit 
breathes through the new members, and the ancient virtues adorn the younger 
hearts. Changes undoubtedly there must be. We Israelites cannot ve the only 
ones to remain uninfluenced by our surroundings, by the conditions of social 
life, and by the altered requirements of our age. But the essential characteristics 
of the Jewish home will remain unaltered, if the feeling is allowed to survive, 
and is consistently nourished and fostered, that we are there not only beneath 
the shadow of our own roof, but beneath the protecting shelter of Almighty 
God, as the Mezuzah itself proclaims; if, while there, the enjoyment of 
our own comforts does not close our hearts against those less fortunate than 
ourselves ; if the spirit of industry and prudence is present to bless and multip! 
the gifts with which God has favoured us ; if, from weck’s end to week’s end, 
the lamp of faith is not suffered to expire, but, amply replenished with each 
holy day of rest, shines brightly and steadily until the Sabbath comes round 
again. Such-a home as this, distinguished by a deep reverence for all things 
divine and by a loving interest in all things human, is in fact a means of 
perpetuating the ancient virtues, a ineans, which God has placed well within 
our reach, of knitting the living present to the hallowed past, and laying the 
foundation for a happy and glorious future. : 

_ But may we not go beyond this, and say, that what is true in regard to the 
family of the home, is equally true of the family of the race ; that the domestic 
life as depicted in these presentments of the patriarchal age, might serve as a 
type of our life as a religious community ; that the tent of Sarah, which became 
the tent of Rebecca, should be the model after which the tabernacle of Israel 
should be reared and managed ? 

Let me speak a little more plainly. We have received the legacy of our Faith 
in trust from the generations that have gone before us. We hold itin trust for the 
enerations that are tocome. It is not a case for any of us of absolute ownership. 

t is not for us to mar, or curtail, to speculate, or play hazard with this precious 


inheritance. It is our highest privilege to be charged with this responsibility ; it 


shou'd be our highest happiness to acquit ourselves of it worthily. Suppose Re- 
becca—to carry on the argument in the spirit of the Midrash—instead of scrupu- 
lously reverencing the memorials of her who had previously dwelt within and hal- 
lowed that abode, had, with a ruthless hand, dealt out havoc among them all ; 
suppose she had, from some mistaken notion of adapting the place to more modern 
requirements, removed every symbol that reminded Isaac of the parent he loved 
with so pure and lasting an affection, so that the old tent was scarcely recognisable 
any mor:—do you think he would have thanked his wife for her pains, or do you 
believe there would have been greater harmony in their home ? 


It is just this contingeney—which of course wust not be pressed too closely 


‘in the illustration—it is this contingency that is to be feared at times, when a 
spirit of uninstructed or misguided zeal, or it may be of irresponsible criticism 
eeizes upon members of our community. The whole past history of the inacr 
life of our religious body, and the varions phases,ending in disintegration and decay, 
through which portions of that body here and elsewhere are even now passing, 
point this clear moral—that one has to go to work with no emall degree of 
caution and circumspection even in the best-intentioncd changes and retorme. 
What will the old edifice be like, if each man is to be at liberty to pull it about 
after his own idea ; to make alterations, removals and substitations, a: his fancy 
may dictate, and to enter it with 9 spirit which, whatever else it may be remarkable 
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for, is not conspicuous for a reverent regard for the teaching and traditions of the 
past ? | 


advocating a blind, unquestioning worship of the past, because it is past. No 
amount of reverence for Sarah’s memory, I ween, would havo kept Rebecca from 
sweeping the dust out, when it had accumulated in the ancestral tent. And there 
is a little dust for us to remove. Whatever can purify our religious and moral 
life at home and abroad, whatever can elevate our mode of worship, and make it 
more worthy of those who offer it, and of Him to whom it is offered, ought to be 
heartily welcomed, nor ought those to be frowned down who have had the courage 
and the honesty to point out our failings in these respects, not merely yesterday or 
last week, but for years past. But it is one thing to cleanse the fabric of Judaism 
from the impurities that have attached themselves to it; it is another, so to 
toss and tumble it about at the dictates of caprice, that it loses its ancient 
character and purpose, and serves but to demonstrate how vast an amount of 
harm a little indiscretion can do. See 

One important cunsideration ong'it always to be kept in sight in the diseus- 
sion of this question. The race and the religion of Israel, as we see and know 
them in our time. have not been suddenly launched into existence. They have 
not burst upon the world, full-armed, like the Minerva of Mythology. if one 
could imagine a nation or a religion starting to-day from the very commencement, 
without a history, without traditions, without castoms, without laws, written or 
unwritten, they would no doubt present an appearance differing very much from 
what we know to be the case under actual circumstances. But these are not the 
conditions that apply to any nations or religions with which we may now have 
to deal. There is a long process of preparation ; there are experiences, joyous, 
sorrowful, and searching ; there are inherited characteristics an‘l tendencies, 
all which are embodied in the national consciousness, and which will not be des- 
pised or overlooked. | | 
-_ The religion of Israel, using the worda in their widest signification, is, if one . 
may compare things together in other respects unlike, in this respect liks 
the constitution under which we live in the British Islands. It is not a sudden 
and spontaneous phenomenon ; it isa thing that has grown ia the course of ages. 
Apart from the question of its origin, we cannot blind our eyes to the fact 
that under the inflnence of many epochs and peoples, under the varying needs and 
fortunes of the general community, and under the conflicts of many and diverse 
minds, it has developed into what we see it to-day. But it is because it is rooted 
firmly in the past, that it bears such constant and{precious fruit in the present. 
There need be, there ought to be, no real conflict between just admiration of 
the present and proper reverence for the past. ‘By endeavouring,” says an 
illustrious living author, not of our communion, and therefore perhaps more 
likely to be listened to,—*‘ by endeavouring to increase the treasure of the truths 
which forin the paid-up capital of humanity, we shall be carrying on the work of 
our pious ancestors, who loved the good and the true, asit was understood in their 
time. The most fatal error is to believe that one serves one’s country by calum- 
niating those who founded it.” (Substitute for ‘country’ ‘race’ or ‘religion,’ 
and the proposition is equally unassailable). ‘“ All ages of a nation are leaves o 


} the same book. ‘The true men of progress are those who profess as their starting- 


point a profound respect for the past. All that we do, all that we are, is the 


outcome of ages of labour.” 


Remember then that Judaism, with all its active interest in the present, with all 
its bright hopes for the future, is inseparably bound up with the past. See to it, 
if your faith is dear to you, that that connection be not eevered, thet there be no 
violent breach, either in the, domestic or in the public side of your religious 
life and practice. To every old custom, that hag proved itself of value in per- 
petuating even a simple religious sentiment, I would apply the Seriptural com - 
mand, * Thou shalt rise before the hoary head, and honour the presenge of the 
old.” Is-it only the hoary-headed man that ought to claim our reverence ? 
Shall we have none left for a “ hoary-headed truth” ? Bear in mind that every 
religious observanve suspended is an observance lost—except in rare instagces 
never to be revived again. And worse. Be sure your children will not be behind 
you in such matters. Where you have been negligent, they will be indifferent ; 
where you have been passively indifferent, they will be actively destructive. 
Changes, conceived without reflection and executed without reverence, will follow 
one another in quick succession, until Judaism becomes a memory and the 
religion that has endured for thirty-three centuries, a dim tradition, lost in the 
mists of the past. That is a course, dear friends, you will know how to avoid. 
‘Stand by the ways and look,and ask for the old paths, which is the right way ? 
and walk therein, and find peace for vour souls !”

PuiLanturopic Sociery.—The Philanthropic Society for the relief of dis- 
tressed Jewish Widows has after an interval of six years issued un appeal in aid 
of its funds. The charity lms of late rather hid its light under a bushel and like 
many modest individuals has somewhat suffered from neglect by its friends 
owing to its retiring nature. Thirty five widows are at present receiving a pension 
of £13 per annum. But not only is the Society unable in its present straitened 
circumstances to increase the number of the pansioners, but the Committee fear 
that they may be compelled to reduce the allowance to the present recipients. 
The amount distributed is heavy, £500 per annum, and all the expenses do not 
exceed £25 a year ; surely an eloquent testimony to the economical management 
of the charity. 


“Toe DIaMOND. WORKERS’ AND JEWELLSRS’ BENEVOLENT Fonp.”—On 
Monday last the second relief meeting of the Diamond Workers’ and Jewellers’ 
Seusadions Fand was he'd at 49 Mansell Street, Aldgate, Mr. A. Schaverien in the 
Chair. The Society was founded in June last by Mr. A. Schaverien, who is now 
the President, with the object of assisting respectable persons in reduced circum- 
stances, The contributions are twopence weekly, and a management fee of two- 
pence per quarter. subscriptions being received from diamond workers and dealers, 
and jewellers. The Chairman mentioned that there were nearly one hundred 
contributions, and that the Society was in a flourishing condition consideriog that 
it was but five months old. He hoped that all interested in the “ Diamond ” trade 
would join. Care was taken that only the really necessitous were relieved and 
eyery case was enquired into. A vote of thanks was passed to Mr, A, Ert, the 
Honorary Secretary, for a gift of two handred ruled books.

pan TURIN, 16th Nov., 1887. 
You may have seen from the daily press that, on his return from Germany 
our Foreign Mivister, Signor Crispi, visited Turin, where he delivered an impor- 
tant political speech in the presence of his colleagues in the Cabinet, of Senators 
and Deputies ; in fact of the élite of the political and financial world, Wherever he 
appeared, whether it was at the grand banquet given in his honour, or at other 


public gatherings, Signor Crispi always had by his side our eminent coreligionist, 


Signor Giacomo Malvano, Director of Political Affairs at the Foreign Office, 
who is a native of this city. This fact reminds me that the great Italian States- 
man, Count Cavour, also had as his private Secretary, the Senator and Diploma- 
tist, Signor Artom, of Asti. It is gonerally asserted that the weighty speech 
delivered by Signor Crispi at the banquet—a speech which aroused an echo in 
everyone of the leading European Courts, and has been received as favourably 


in Germany as it was severely criticlsed in France—emanated from the pen of 
Signor Malyano. 


At the general meeting of the Institute of France, held recently, the great | 


Volney Prize was awarded to the famous Professor Graziadio Ascoli, Professor 
at the University of Milan, for his works, “ Una lettera glottologica,” “ Due 
recenti lettere glottologiche,” and “Una poscritta nuova.” The Milan news- 
papers teem with accounts of the great demonstration of honour and esteem of 
which Professor Ascoli was the hero at the Oongress of Profersors of the 
Universities in that city. The coneluding speech of the Corgress, delivered by 
this eminent scholar, was received with a storm of applause, and with the cries 
of “ Long live the King,” with which the proceedings terminated, were mingled 
also cries of “ Long live Professor Graziadio Ascoli.” | 


An important event, which still forms the theme of discussion outside as 
well as within Jewish circles, has taken place at Alexandria, a fortified 
town halfway between Turin and Genoa, and which, to distinguish it from 
Alexandria in Egypt is generally called Alessandria della Paglia. The event 
to which I refer was the inauguration of an extensive establishment, built on 
the best modern principles, for the carrying on of an industry almcst entirely 
new in Italy. The establishment founded by Signori Michel Torre and’ Sons, 
coreligionists, is of a metallurgical character, and is a refinery for gold, silver, 
and lead, which come direct from South America, and from mines which 
two other sons of Signor Michel Torre discovered in the neighbourhood 
of Buenos Ayres, where they have opened a bank. At the inauguration were 
present the Prefect, the Mayor, ssveral Senators and Deputies, and all the civil 
and military authorities of the place. |

WAS MAHOMET’S MOTHER A JEWESS?

It would be interesting to know if Amina, the mother of Mahomit, wasa 
Jewess. Ina note of Milman to Gibbon she is stated to have been “ of Jewish 
blood,”on the authority of Von Hammer, the well known Orientalist, in his 
* History of the Assassins,” the curious sect that clustered round the Old Man 
of the Mountain at the time of the Crusades. Uufortunately Von Hammer does 
not seem to give any authority for his statement which deserves, nevertheless, 
closer investigation by students of Islam among whom are numbered many J ews, 
such as Prof. Goldziher. The fact, if substantiated, would explain Mahomet’s 
overtures to the Jews, his original intention of making Jerusalem the holy city 
of Islam, and his acquaintance with so much Jewish lore. No hint of this 
statement of Von Hammer's occurs, so far as we know, in the ordinary lives of 
Mahomet, and it therefore deserves some wider publicity than is afforded by 
the obscurity of a footnote of Dean Milman’s to a statement of Gibbon’s.

The selection of the picces to be included in the projected “ Handbook of

sohn, Mombach, Hast, Wasserzug, Moss, Sulzer, Naumbourg, Lewandowski, and 
several others, The Committee thus have been able to complete their selection 
with regard alike to musical charm, to devotional simplicity, and to agreement 
with the Hebrew text, the last a point hitherto too often neglected. The Com- 
mittee having no funds at their disposal for the necessary expenses of satisfac- 
tory editing and publishing, will be forced to enquire beforehand by means of com- 
munications opencd with the Executive of each metropolitan and provincial 
Synagogue, whether the number of copies to be required for the Readers and 
choristers will cover the unavoidable expense in issuing a satisfactory edition. 
The Committee hope to bo able to publish the book, well edited, well printed 
and bound, and in a handy form and convenient size, at less than five shillings 
the copy. Whether this can be done depends simply upon the amount of support 
assured (for no pecuniary profit is looked for) ; and if copies are called for by 
the members of congregations in suffitient numbers, it will bs easy, not only to 


undertake the responsibilities of publication, but to issue this most useful com- 
pilation at a very low price. 7 


A TALMUDICAL DICTIONARY, 


— 


A Dictionary of the Tarqumim, the Talmud Babli and, Yerushalmi and the Midrashic 
Literature. By M. Jastrow, Ph.D. Part II. GS (Triibner.) 


Dr. Jastrow’s Dictonary of the Talmud and kindred literature has reached a 
second fascicule and thus gives earnest of a vitality which will we trust carry it 
on to the letter M. Students of the Talmud are increasing in number among 
English-speaking people, and Dr. Jastrow’s work thus supplies a want. We are 
glad to find from the appearance of this second part that it has found a sufficiently 
wide circle of. purchasers to encourage author and publisher to proceed with it. 
Of its merits we spoke in reviewing the first part. Less bulky either than Levy 
or Ko'ut it has the advantage of coming after both works and makes use of their 
materials. Its weakest side lies in the etymologies, but fortunately this does 
not detract from its merits as a useful vocabulary for those who desire to tndy 
the Taludic texts. Dr. Jastrow does not neglect the new Talmudic science whic 
solves many old difficulties by new readings from MS. sources. The grand work 
of Rabbinowicz has prepared the way for this. A Dictionary of the Talmad in 
ite way serves the purposes of an encyclopaedia, and Dr. Jastrow’s plan of giving 
copious translated extracts makes his Dictionary of use for the Realien of the 
Talmud as well as for ite language. Thus under the word DYN passages are given 
referring to the use of amulets in Talmudic times. Dr. Jastrow’s work deserves 
every encouragement, and we wish it a speedy continuance rather than a long life, 
as the chief objection we have at present against it is the sinallness of the por- 
tions issued and the lapse of time between the issues. © 


GREAT SyNAGOGUE.—The Rev. H. Gollancz preached on Sabbath last from 
the text : “ Ani Isaac loved Esau, because hedideat of his venison ; but Rebekah 
loved Jacob” (Gen. xxv. 28). These few words, said the preacher, contained a 
warning against a certain disposition of ths heart with which we had become but 
too familiar in the world. This disposition was favouritism, which, while unduly 
promoting the interests of one persou, meant injury to another. In enlarging upon 
this theme, Mr. Gollancz poiated out the evil results of favouritism when 
indulged in the family circle, and he showed that if partiality were permissible it 
should rather be given on behalf of the weaker and less favoured, who would then 
be made to feel that, though the world looked at them askance, they were perfectly 
content, for they had a double share of parental love.

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THE CHASSIDIM. 


BY S. SCHECHTER. 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


The originality of Baalshem’s teaching has been frequently impugned, chiefly 
by the suggestion that he drew largely from the Zohar. This mystical book, ‘ the 
Bible of the Cabbalists,” whether we regard its subject matter or its history and 
influence, is unique in literature. Its suppositious author is a great Rabbi of the 
Qnd century, but the real writer is probably one Moses de Leon, a 
Spanish Jew who lived eleven centuries later. The book is one of 
the most interesting literary forgeries, and is a marvellous mixture of 
good ani evil. A passage of delicate religious fancy is succeeded by 
another of gross obscenity in illustration and suggestion; true piety and wild 
blasphemy are strangely mingled together. Baalshem undoubtedly had studied the 
Zohar, and he even is reported to have said that the reading of the Zohar had enabled 
him to scé into the whole universe of things. But for all that Baalshem was no 


there, was not the source whence his inspiration was drawn. 

Its attraction for Baalshem is sufficiently explained by the phantastic, imagin- 
ative and emotional nature of its contents. It lent itself more easily than the 
older Rabbinical literature to new explanations unthought of by its author. But 
even the Talmud and the Midrashim became apocalyptic to the heroes of Chassidisme 
Nay, the driest and most legal disquisitions about mewm and tuwm could be tran- 
slated into parableand allegories and symbols full of the most exalted meanings, 
Baalshem, like every other religious reformer, was partially the product of his age. 
The influences of the past, the history and literature of his own people, helped to 
make him what he was. But they do not rob him of his originality. He was 
a religious revivalist in the best sense ; full of burning faith in his God and his 
cause ; convinced utterly of the value of his work and the truth of his teaching, 

Although there can be no real doubt of Baalshem’s claim to originality, it should 
be borne in mind that his teaching is not only distinctively Jewish, but that for every 
part of it parallels and analogies could be found in the older Hebrew literature, In- 
: deed it isnot wonderful that ina literature, extending over 2,000 years, of a people 
De whose chief thoughts have been religious, and who have comein contact with so many 
| external religious and philosophic influences, the germs can be discovered of almost 
every conceivable system, and the outline of almost every imaginable doctrine. 

The keynote of all Baalshem’s teachings is the Omnipresence, or more strictly 
the immanence, of God. This is the source from which flows naturally every article 
of his creed; the universality of the Divinity is the foundation of the entire Chassidic 
fabric. The idea of the constant living presence of God in all existence permeates 
the whole of Baalshem’s scheme ; it is insisted on in every relation ; from it isdeduced 
every important proposition and every rule of conduct of his school. 

All created things and every product of human intelligence owe their being to 
God. All generation and all existence spring from the thought and will of God. It 
is incumbent upon man to believe that all things are pervaded by the divine life, 
and when he speaks he should remember that it is this divine life which is speaking 
through him. There is nothing which is void of God. If we imagine such a thing to be 
for a moment it must instantly fall into nothingness. In every human thought God 
is present. If the thought be gross or evil, we should seek to raise and ennoble it by 
carrying it back to its origin. So if a man be suddenly overwhelmed by the aspect 
of a beautiful woman, he should remember that this splendour of beauty is owing to 
the all pervading emanation from the divine, When he remembers that the source 
of corporeal beauty is God, he will not be content to let his thought abide with the 
body when he can rise to the inward contemplation of the infinite soul of beauty, 
which is God. A disciple of Baalshem has said : Even as in the jewels of his beloved 
the lover sees only the beauty of her he loves, so does the true lover of God see in all 
the appearances of this world, the vitalizing and generative power of his divine 


‘ ! oh master. If you do not see the world in the light of God you separate the creation 


from its Creator. He who does not fully believe in this universality of God’s presence. 


4 . has never properly acknowledged God's Sovereignty, for he excludes God from an 


Fe existing portion of the actual world, The word of God (to Baalshem, a synonym of 
3: God himself), which “is settled in heaven” and “established on earth,” is still and 
7 always speaking, acting, and generating throughout heaven and earth in endless 


4 gradations and varieties. If the vitalizing word were to cease, chaos would come 


‘again. The belief in a single creation after which the Master withdrew from his 
completed work, is erroneous and heretical. The vivifying power is never with- 
drawn from the ‘world which it animates, Creation is continuous; an unending 
manifestation of the goodness of God. All things are an effluence from 
the two divine attributes of Power and Love, which express themselves in various 
This is the doctrine of universality in Chassidism. God, the father of Israel 
God the Merciful, God the All-powerful, the God of Love, not only created every- 
thing but is embodied in everything. The necessity of belief in this doctrine is the 
cardinal Dogma. But as creation is continuous so in a sense is ulso revelation in a 


; ; certain way. This revelation is only to be grasped by faith, Faith, therefore, ) 


is more efficacious than learning. Thus it is that in times of persecution, the wise 
and the foolish, the sinner and the saint are wont alike to give up their life for 
their faith. They who could render no answer to the questions of the casuist are 
yet willing to die the most cruel of deaths rather than deny their faith in the One 
and Supreme God. Their strength to face danger and death is owing to that divine 
illumination of the soul which is more exalted than knowledge. | 
,  Weshould thus regard all things in the light of so many manifestations of the 
a ivinity. ' God is present in all things ; therefore there is good, actual or potential 
‘in all things. It is our duty everywhere to seek out and to honour the good and 
not to arrogate to ourselves the right to judge that which may seem to be evil. In 
thinking therefore of a fellow man we should above all things realize in him the 
presence of the spirit of good. Whence we have the Doctrine that each of us, while 
thinking humbly of himself, should always be ready to think well, and alwaye slow 
to think evil, of another, This explains the Chassidic attitude towards erring 
humanity, Baalshem viewed human sin and infirmity in a very different light 
| from that of the ordinary Rabbi. Ever conscious of the Divine side of Humanity 
he vigorously com bated the gratuitous assumption of sinfulness in man which oie

the staple subject of contemporary preachers. They, among the Roumanian Jews 
as in other communities, delighted chiefly to dwell on the dark side of things and 
found their favourite theme in elaborate descriptions of the infernal punishments 
that were awaiting the sinner after death. It is related how on one occasion Baal* 
shem rebuked one of these, The preacher had been denouncing woe to an audience 
of whom he knew nothing whether for evil or for good. Baalshem indignant at this 
indiscriminative abuse and conceited arrogation of the divine office of judgment 
turned on him in the following words, ‘ Woe upon thee who darest to speak evil 
of Israel ! Dost not know that every Jew, when he utters ever so short a prayer at 
the close of day, is performing a great work before which the angels in heaven bow 
down?” Great, as it would seem, was the value set by Baalshem upon the smallest 
evidence of the higher nature in man, and few there were, as he believed, who, if their 
spirit was not darkened by pride, did not now again give proof of the divine stamp in 
which God had created ttem. No sin so separates us from God that we need despair 
of penitence. From every rung of the moral ladder, no matter how low let man 
seek God. If he but fully believe that nothing is void of God, and that God is 
concealed in the midst of apparent ruin and degradation, he will not fear lest God 
be far from him. God is regained in a moment of repentance, for repentance 
“transcends the limits of space and time.” And he who leads the sinner to repen- 
tance causes a divine joy ; it is as though a king’s son had been in captivity and 
were now brought back to his father’s gaze. . 

Baalshem refused to regard anyone as wholly irredeemable. His was an opti- 
mistic faith. God was to be praised in gladness by the dwellers in this glorious 
world. Thetrue believer récognising the reflection of God in every man should 
when that reflection was obscured by sin, hopefully strive to restore the likeness of 
God in man. The peculiar detestability of sin lies in this, that man rejects the 
earthly manifestations of the Divinity and pollutes them. One of Baalshem’s dis. 
ciples delighted in the saying that the most hardened sinners were not to be 
despaired of but prayed for, None knows the heart of man and none should judge 
his neighbour, Lethim who burns with zeal for God’s sake, exercise his zeal on 
himself, not others. Baalshem said, ‘Let no one think himself better than his 
neighbour, for all serve God ; each according to the measure of understanding which 
God has given him, 

From his position it is a natural step to Baal-hem's view upon prayer. He is 
reputed to have said that all the greatness he had achieved was the iasue not of study 
but of prayer. But the true prayer ‘‘ must move,” as Baalshem phrased it, “in the 
realms above,” and not be concerned with affairs sublunary. Your prayer should not 
be taken up with your wishes and needs, but should be the means to hring you nigh 
to God. In prayer man must lay aside his own individuality, and not even be con- 
scious of his existence; for if when he prays, Self is not absolutely quiescent, the 
object of prayer is unattainable. Indeed it is only through God’s grace that after 
true prayer man is yet alive ; to such a point has the annihilation of self proceeded. 

It may be necessary to caution the reader against ascribing to Baalshem any modern 


rationalistic notions on the subject of prayer. The power of prayer, inthe old fashioned — 


sense, to produce an answer from God was never doubted by Baalehem for a moment. 
Baalshem’s deity is not restricted towards any side by any philosophic considerations, 
All Baalshem meant was that any reference or regard to earthly requirements was 
unworthy and destructive of this communion of man with God The wise man, says 
Baalshem, does not trouble the king with innumerable petitions about trifles. His 
desire is merely to gain admission into the king’s presence and to speak with him 
without a go-between. To be with the king whom he loves so dearly is for him the 
highest good. But his love for the king has its reward ; for the king loves him. 

It has already been implied that with regard to ourduty towards our fellow man we 
must not only honour him for the good, ani abstain from judging the evil that may 
be in him, but must pray for him. Furthermore we must work for his spiritual and 


moral reclamation. In giving practical effect in his own life to this doctrine Baal- 
|} shem’s conduct was in striking contrast to that of his contemporaries. He habitually 


consorted with outcasts and sinners, with the poor and uneducated of both sexes whom 
the other teachers ignored. He thus won for his doctrines a way to the heart of the 
people by adapting his life and language to their understanding and sympathies. In 
illustration of this, as well of his hatred of vanity and display, it is told how on the 
occasion of his being accorded a public reception by the Jews on his arrival at Brody, 
instead of addressing to them in the conventional fashion some subtle discourse upon 
a Talmudical difficulty he contented himself with conversing upon trivial topics in 
the local dialect with some of the less important persons in the crowd. - 

This incident is perhaps the more noteworthy because it occurred in Brody 
which was at that time a seat of learning and Rabbinic culture,and where for that 
very reason Chassidism was never able to gain a foothold. It is probable enough 
that Baalshem in his visits to this town kept aloof from the learned and the wise, 
and sought to gather round him the neglected and humbler elements of Jewish 
society. It is well known that Baalshem consorted a good deal with the innkeepers 
of the district, who enjoyeda very low reputation am+ng their brethren. 

This line of conduct gave a fair opening for attack to his opponents, an oppor- 
tunity of which they were not slow to avail themselves. Baalshem. was pointed at 
as the associate of the lowest classes. They avenged themselves for his neglect and 
hostility to the learned by imputing the worst motives to his indifference to appear- 
ances. He was accused of idling about the streets with disreputable characters, and 
one polemical treatise draws the vilest inferences from his apparent familiarity with 
women. To this charge Baalshem’s conduct, innocent in itself, gave some colour ; 
for his views and habits in relation to women marked a strong divergence from 
current customs. Theposition of women in contemporary circles was neither debased 
nor inevitably unhappy, but it was distinctly subordinate. Their éducation was 
almost entirely neglected, and their very existence was practically ignored. According 
to the Chassidic doctrine of the Universality, woman was necessarily to be honoured, 
“All Jews,” says one Chasid, “even ths uneducated and the women, believe ia 
God.” Baa'shem frequently associated with women, assigning to them not only 
social equality, but a high degree of religious importance, 

His own wife he reverenced as a saint ; when she died he abandoned the hope of 
rising to Heaven while yet alive, like Elijah of old, saying mournfully that undi- 
vided such translation might have happened, but for him alone it was impossible. 
Then again in a form of religion utilising-so largely the emotions of Faith and Love, 
there was a strong appeal tothe female mind. The effect of this was soon evident, 
and Baalshem did not- neglect to profit by it. Among the most devoted of his 


early adherents were women. One of them was the heroine of a favourite anecdote 
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concerning Baalshem's work of Love and Rescue. It is related that in a certain | 
villagethere dwelt a woman whose life was so disgraceful that her brothers at last 
determined to kill her, With this object they enticed her into a neighbouring wood, 
but guided by the Holy Spirit, Baalshem intervened at the critical moment, and 
dissuading the men from their purpose, rescued the sinner, The woman afterwards 


became a sort of Magdalen in the new community. 


Above we have endeavoured to throw together in some order of sequence the 

doctrines and practical rules of conduct which Baalshem and his early disciples 
seem to have deduced from their central idea of the omnipresence of God, This was 
necessary in order to give a connected idea of their creed, butit is right tosay that 
nowhere in Chassidic literature have these deductions been logically collated, Per- 
haps their solitary attempt to formulate and condense their distinctive views is con- 
fined to a statement of their idea of piety or service of God, and an examination of 
three cardinal virtues, Humility, Gladness and Enthusiasm, What the Chassidim 
held as to true service brings into relief Baalshem's characteristic manner of regarding 
the Law, 
By the service of God was generally understood a life which fulfilled the pre- 
cepts of the written and oral law, Baalshem understood by it a certain attitude 
towards life as a whole, For as God is realised in life, each activity of life when 
rightly conceived and executed is at once a manifestation and a service of the 
Divine, All things have been created for the glory and service of God, The 
smullest worm serves Him with all its power. Thus, while eating, drinking, sleeping 
and the other ordinary functions of the body are regarded by the old Jewish moralists 
a3 mere means to an end, to Baalshem they are already a service of God in them- 
selves, All pleasures are manifestations of God's attribute of love ; and so regarded, 
they are at once spiritualised and ennobled, Man should seek to reach a higher 
level of purity and holinesa before he partakes of food and drink, than even before 
the study of the Law, For when the Law had once been given by God the whole 
world became instinct with its grace, He who speaks of worldly matters and reli: 
gious matters as if they were separate and distinct, is a heretic. 

Upon thecontinual and uninterrupted study of the Law, Baalshem lays but 
little stress, He accepted the ordinary belief that the Law (by which term are 
included not only the Pentateuch, but the whole Bible and the major portion of the 
old Rabbinic literature) was a revelation of God. But as the world itself is equally 
a divine revelation the Torah becomes little more than a part of a larger whole, To 
understand it aright one needs to penetrate to the inward reality —to the infinite light 
which is revealed in it. We should study the Law not as we study a science for the 


sake of acquiring knowledge (he who studies it so has in truth been concerning him- 


self with its mere outward form), but we should learn from it the true service of 
God, Thus the study of the law is no end in itself, It is studied because, as the 
word of God, God is more easily discerned and absorbed in this revelation of Him 


than in any other, The Torah is eternal, but its explanation is to be made by the 


spiritual leaders of Judaism, It is to be interpreted by them in accordance with the 
Attribute of the age. For he regarded the world as governed in every age by a 
different Attribute of God—one age by the Attribute of Love, the other by that 
of Power, and the other, again, by Beauty, and so forth—and the explanation of the 
Torah must be brought into agreement with it, Every man being a Torah in him- 
self, said a disciple of Baalshem, has got his Abraham and Moses, but alsohis Balaam 


and Haman: he'should try and expel the Balaamand develope the Abraham within 


him, The object of the whole Torah is that man should become a Torah himself, 
Every action of man should be a pure manifestation of God, 


The reason why we should do what the Law commands is not to gain grace 


_ thereby in the eyes of God, but to learn how to love God and to be united to Him, 
. The important thing is how many separate injunctions are obeyed, but how and 


in what spirit we obey them, The object of fulfilling these various ordinances is 
to put one’s self, as it were, on the same plane with God, and thus in the ordinary 
phrase of the religious mystic to become one with Him, or to be absorbed in Him, 
People should get to know, says Baalshem, what the unity of God really means, To 
attain a part of this indivisible unity is to attain the whole. The Torah and all its 
ordinances are from God. If I therefore fulfil but one commandment in and through 
the love of God, it is as though I have fulfilled them all, 7
